During the fierce electric 
storm

followed wires Into the engine room 
of the plant and put the electric com- 
pressor to Kenosha out of business. 
Because of this there was no gas sup- 
ply to Kenosha for a little over an 
hour, while repairs were being made. 


The start'ng box was also burned 


out as were the fuses ail around the 
plant. The pole hit by the lightning, 
fell and knocked holes in the roof of 
the building. Pieces of "the pole !lew 
at least three hundred feet. 
Repairs 


were made in less than one hour and 
a half. The total damage will not be 
heavy. 


Many men were in the piant at tho 


time and although they felt the shock, 
no one sustained injury.

When polishing the stoy&-add a llt- 


tlo sugar or sirup to polish and it will 
not burn oft so quickly. 


Bullion cups havo almost entirely 


superseded tho soup plate for purees 
as well as for any lighter form of 
soup. 


"Above your sink havo screw hooks, 


on which hang small articles used of- 
ten.'

For darning stockings, use crochet 


cotton.

If paint spots stick to window panes

FOR THE TABLE 


Corn Fritters 


There are canned corns that are 


unusually good, 
and used 
in 
pud- 


dings. In soups, rand as fritters they 
make palatable dishes. 
A recipe for 


famous corn fritters, which is much 
used in the South, Is as follows: 


Beat two eggs 
without separating, 


one cup of milk, and ono pint of can- 
ned corn. Put in a little salt, sugar, 
and enough flour for thick batter; 
add ono teaspoonful of baking powder 
to flour, one tablespoonful of butter, 
and fry in hot lard. 


Bridal Cnko 


Cream half a cup of butter and add 


gradually one and a half cups of pow- 
dered sugar and beat until creamy. 
Add half a cup of water and two cups 
of pastry flour which has been sifted; 
two and.a half level teaspoonfuls of 
baking powder and one-quarter of a 
cup of corn starch alternately, 
a lit- 


tle at a time. Now add a few drops 
of almond extract, one teaspoonful of 
vanilla, and cut In carefully the whites 
of six eggs beaten very stiff. Put the 
mixture into a cako pan and bake in 
slow oven for one hour. 


Molasses Pudding 


Beat together four ounces of butter 


and three ounces of sugar till quite 
creamy. 
Add one 
well-beaten egg, 


three-quarters of 
a teaspoonful of 


molasses, and gently fold in half a 
pound of sifted flour. 
Add as much 


slightly warmed milk as will be ne- 
cessary to form the mixture into a 
soft consistency, then add 
one .tea- 


spoonful of ground ginger and one 
heaping teaspoonful of baking pow- 
der. Beat all very well together, pour 
into a greased basin or mold, cover 
with greased paper, and 
steam for 


three hours. Turn out on a hot plat- 
ter, and serve immediately.

gardening, 
Tho 
amateur 
gardener 


has at last been vindlcatod from.tho 
charge that he wastes his time, mon- 
ey and effort. 
This vindication comes 


from Minneapolis .in particular, and 
from many other places in general. In 
tho Minnesota city it has been found 
that tho price of garden 
vegetables 


has undergone a very marked and sig- 
nificant decline. 
Market 
gardeners 


agree that the rtUef reason for tho 
fall In prices Is to bo found in the ac- 
tivity of the amateurs. 
So many of 


them have now mastered the art of 
making open spots yield fruitful re- 
turns that tho professionals find the 
demand much lessened. 
In 
truth, 


there never has been any sound rea- 
son for the belief that amateur gar- 
dening is only made to pay in excep- 
tional cases. M.ost of those who pos- 
sess tho courage to face possible ridi- 
cule and the industry and determina- 
tion to achieve results have been win- 
ning success and profit in this field for 
years. All that is needed is a modi- 
cum of common sense and plenty of 
energy. 
Given those two things, the 


amateur gardener will almost invari- 
ably vindicate himself.

ple, but they had been led to believe that tho people were antagonistic to 
them. 
The manufacturers declared that they were ready to assist In 


any plan for the welfare of the city, 
but that their time was too much 


taken up with business affairs to attend all meetings wtron questions re- 
lating to the administration of city and county affairs were discussed.

Wisconsin Senator Says Third Party 


is Made -Up of Those Who Received 
Disappointments 
— Kemarks 
on 


Empty Scats. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 17— 


Senator LaFollette attacked the third 
party in the senate on Friday as an 
"obstruction across the path of the 
| progressive movement." He said the 
1 progressive movement in the Repub- 
lican party was bound to continue. 


"The upbuilding of a third party 


movement around som*b individuals 
whose personal ambitions may have 
received disappointment Is not going 
to be allowed to destroy it." 


"I believe tho redemption of repre- 


sentative government in this coun- 
trj- wiil be accomplished by the Ke- 
puollcan party," said LaFollette, "the 
progressive movement within the par- 
ty is not to be destroyed by anything 
which may be dragged across its path 
in the nature of an obstruction." He 
said he had not intended to discuss 
Iiolitics, but was "seething with It." 


"I want to go on," he said, "and 


I will go on. 
In two or three weeks 


when we get through here, I will go 
on with this fight," 


Senator LaFollette's outburst came 


without warning. 
He arose to make 


an analysis of president's veto mes- 
sage on the wool bill, but had spoken 
scarcely a dozen words when the 
break came. As his eyes roved around 
the chamber he saw that many Re- 
publican senators had left their seats 
as he began to speak and with a bit- 
ter smile he turned to the president 
of ;tho senate: 


"I note the fact," he said, "that on 


the Republican side there are just 
fourteen senators present." 


Senator LaFollette then remarked 


that he remembered.the first time he 
addressed the senate and practically 
every seat on the Republican side was 
vacated us a rebuke to him. "for pre- 
suming to know anything about leg- 
islation." 
"I prophesied that when the people 


came to understand 
tho sort of ser- 


vice they were getting those seats 
woi'ld be permanently vacated. Since, 
there have been some thirty of those 
seats vacated. 


"I don't believe that the public of 


this country is going to find any meas- 
ure of relief from that condition by 
wandering off into unexplored fields 
under tho guidance of a pilot who 
exercised a 
very 
supreme 
control 


while we were getting into exactly tho 
same condition tho country is in now. 


"On the day that Theodore Roose- 


velt was made president there were 
149 trusts and combinations In the 
United States. 
When he turned tho 


government over to William Howard 
Taft there were 10,020 plants in com- 
bination. When he became president 
the trusts 'had an aggregate capitali- 
zation of $3,000,000.000 and when ho 
left the presidency they had an ag- 
gregate capitalization of $31,000,000,- 
000, and more than 70 per cent of it 
was water. 


"Their power has gone on growing 


and spreading. 
There has been no 


diminution in the present administra- 
tion. 
The present administration has 


sought to apply the Sherman anti- 
trust law more vigorously than its 
predecessor, but tho time to have ap- 
plied the Sherman anti-trust law ef- 
fectively was In tho infancy of these 
trusts, when there were only 143. 


"I believe that the redemption o£ 


representative 
government 
in 
this 


country will bo accomplished by the 
Republican party." 


Nearly very city member of the 


county board of supervisors was pres- 
ent at the meeting. 
N. F. Anderson, 


supervisor from the Thirteenth ward 
and a member of the county building 
committee, was conspicuous by his ab- 
sence.

Will Select a Site 


The meeting resulted in the adop- 


tion of a motion for the appointment 
of a 
committee of seven 
to select 


three or fouV sites acd then at a 
special meeting of the county board 
propose the selection of one of these 
sites 
for the new county building. 


Clarence Synder wanted a commit- 
tee of twenty men to select tho sites, 
but it was decided that such a com- 
mittee was too large and the number 
was reduced to seven, to be appointed 
by the chairman. 
All men who were 


at the meeting last evening agreed 
to assist the committee In every way 
possible in order to obtain for Racino 
county a modern and complete county 
building and erected on a suitable 
site. 
Several sites were mentioned, 


but when it was proposed to erect 
the building on the lake shore, east 
of the Hotel Racine, Supervisor Mor- 
itz informed the business men' that 
there was too much opposition to the 
site and that it should not be offered. 
West Park was also mentioned, but 
men present at the meeting, and who 
reside near West Park, opposed the 
use of that property for a county 
building. 


Joint Building Favored 


Several men who addressed 
the 


meeting favored the construction of 
a joint city and county building and 
on a site removed from the street 
railway lines and factories, so as to 
be distant from the noises which dis- 
turb the work in court and in the of- 
fices.

comes in Racine county, corporation 
incomes

230,075, on which $56,760,35 is 
the 


tax assessed. 
These figures were to- 


day given out by Income Tax Assess- 
or Joseph 1-1. Martin of Union Grove. 
Tho number of individuals whose in- 
comes are to be assessed in Racine 
county, is 4,670. 
Of the total amount 


of $50,700.35 income tax to be col- 
lected. $30.500 Is to be 'collected 
in 


the fit;- of Racine and $20.260.25 in 
all other assessment districts of Ra- 
cine county. 


Under tho income tax law the dis- 


trict in which the tax Is collected re- 
ceives 70 per 'cent while 10 per cent 
goes to the state and 20 per cent to 
the county, so that the city of Racino 
will receive $25,550; 
Racine county 


$7,300. and tho state $3.650 of the 
total of $36,500 to be collected.

And yet, when asked to state in explicit terms the difference b-t- 
wcen tho leader and the boss, a good many people fall Into .=«>£»•£» of 
ideas and of words. When dees a leader become a boss, or a boss a 'e^uer. 
Where precisely is the boundary, line between the office and the methods 
of the one and the office and the methods of the other? 
In extreme and 


typical cases the difference is obvious. 
Abraham Lincoln was a great 


leader; William Tweed was a great boss. The one was fo"owed by a great 
multitude of patriots; the other wassupported by a great horde of pirates 
and freebooters. It Is Impossible to conceive of Lincoln as a boss of 
the 


Tweed type, or of Tweed as a leader of the Lincoln type. 


But tho difficulty of definition arises where the type Is not so clearly mark
